The clergy were actively 
employed in saving their flocks fromthe inevitable 
fate to which the torpor of fear exposed them, by 
inciting them to timely tight; the cavalry students 
of Saumur enjoyed an edmirable practice in saving 
lifa, and with great ooursge and devotedness ress 
cued many from a watery grave.
